Hedge Disappearing. 


The osage hedges, 
which border 


thousands of Illinois (arms, are grad- 
ually disappearing. 
This hedge in- 


troduced a half century ago by Pro- 
fessor J. B. Turner of Jacksonville, be- 
came very popular and for many years 
was a favorte fence not Only with 
farmers, but with lot owners in small- 
er towns and with railroad companies 
the high price of fence posts and lum- 
ber made the osage hedge an economi- 
cal fence also, and in spite of its 
faults it gradually became extensive, 
ly used. 
It .held its own until wire 


fencing was more effective, was cheap- 
er, took up less room and required less 
care.

up their hedges and substituting wire.

first practical experimental agricultur- 
al station on the continent. All the 
latest machinery he learned about he 
promptly imported.

kinds of tobacco and wheat, experi- 
menter! with various kinds of fertil- 
izers, and developed the breeding of 
thoroughbred horses, cattlp and sheep.

Washington's farm. 
He maintained a 


blacksmith shop which, in addition to 
the work of the 
plantation,

horses and repaired

He had also 
a force of carpenters whom at times, 
he hired out .to

Blanch about four ' dozen English 


Walnuts or if you prefer, mixed nuts. 
Add a few blanched sweet almonds 
to half of them and pound to a. paste.

Stir un- 
til mixed, then return to double boiler 
and stir jvnd cook until thick; turn 
Into a basin, set on cracked ice. When 
cold mix in four ounces of ratifia or 
almond cakes, powdered fine and rub- 
bed through a sieve. Flavor with a few 
drops of bitter almonds; pack in crack-

George Bobb testified that he was 


at the hospital when the statement 
was made. 
He snid that McNier 


asked before the doctors came whether 
or not they were going to allow him 
to die without a doctor. 


Rev. S. H. Bowyer was put on the 


stand and told about being called to 
the hospital to see the dying man. Dr. 
Bowyer did not tell anything about 
what McNier told him about the case 
but simply said that McNier romarked 
that whatever he said or did he must 
do quickly as he could not live long. 
That was about 1 o'clock in the after- 
noon and Mr. Bowyer said that he 
was with the mnn later In the evening. 


Dr. Mays of Illiopolis testified that 


he wus with McNier until he tiled. 
McNier told him that the newspapers 
had done him n great Injustice and 
that ho had but a few hours to live. 
He died at 6 <15 p. m. the day alter 
he had been shot. 


Attorney A. G. Webber told about 


being called to the hospital to draw 
up a will for McNier. 
The attorney 


said that MoNier seemed, in great 
pain and that there was fear he would 
die before the will could be written. 
Mr. Webber said McNier seemed to 
fully realize that he was going to 
die. 


The testimony of all these witnesses 


was not heard by the jury but was 
only for the benefit of the court In 
deciding whether or not the 
dying 


statement should be admitted ns evi- 
donce. 
Some of these witnesses will 


likely be i ailed back today to give fur- 
ther evidence to the jury.

moval of one of the jurors. 
In the 


forenoon the matter was brought up in 
an Informal way and was passed until 
the afternoon session In order to give 
the attorneys time to prepare their 
petition. 


It was alleged in the petition 
that 


Jesse B. Sanders, a miller employed 
at the Suffern, Hunt & Company mill, 
had made misstatements when he was 
examined and accepted for a juror. He 
said that he did not have an opinion 
and had not expressed any and It was 
alleged in the petition that he had dis- 
cussed the matter In a crowd^ and had 
said that he thought McCoole ought 
to be convicted and that he ought to 
be given twenty years In the peniten- 
tiary and that if he, Sanders, got on 
the Jury, he would help convict 'him. 


In support of this statement there 


trere two' affidavit*; oho sworn" to by 


John Miller and the other sworn to by 
Perley H. Wire. They alleged In their 
affidavits that they 
heard Sanders 


make these statements. 


In the petition there were 
formal 


motions for the defense to be allowed 
to use a peremptory 
challenge 
on 


Sanders, and a motion for the court 
to dismiss the juror and a motion to 
dismiss the panel. 


If the motion was contested by the 


prosecution and overruled by the court 
it meant that although the jury might 
convict McCoole the 
defense 
would 


have this petition and the affidavits as 
grounds for a new trial and 
if the 


prosecution should agree to the dis- 
missal ot the one juror and start to 
get another man there was the dan- 
ger, It was suggested by attorneys, of 
McCoole being set free on the grounds 
that he had once been placed in jeop- 
ardy, the law being that n man cannot 
be placed in jeopardy twice for the 
same crime. 


It was alleged that the conversation 


in 
which it is claimed Juior San- 


ders made these statements occurred 
in Ehrhart's grocery store 
and 
that 


the remarks weie directed to Chi is 
Wilson in a discussion with him. 


There was a long wait during which 


time the attorneys for the prosecution 
held a consultation. Whi;n they came 
back in the court room thfy said that 
they would object Lo the motions and 
Judge Cochran ovei ruled the motions 
and the trial proceeded. In the mean- 
time the Jury had been removed from 
the court room in order that the jur- 
ors could heur nothing of what was 
said lesardlng the matter. 
The mo- 


tions and affidavits aie on file at parts 
of the iccords of the case. 


MISS MATE SCRIBNER 


Describes the Appearanoo of MoNier 


and Scene of Tragedy. 


MKs Mate Scrlbner uas 
called to 


tho stand and she made an excellent 
witness. 
She told about being at the 


home of hei brother, Leonard Scrib- 
ner and wife, spending the evening. 
She said that while she and G. K. Har- 
ils weie In the parlor McNier rushed 
m and said that he had been shot. Mr. 
and Mrs. Scrlbner uho had gone to 
bed got up and a cot was procured 
and the Injured man placed upon It. 


Miss Scribner said that 
McNier 


wore n light overcoat and \\hen asked 
s.he said she thought the could iden- 
tilj. It. 
The 
bloody 
overcoat 
was 


brought into the couit room again and 
Mis W. O. McNier seemed to 
be 


much affected. 
Accompanied by Mrs. 


Leonard Sciibnei she left the court 
loom and was taken to the 
judge's 


office and allo'ued to rest for an hour. 


Miss Scilbner identified the 
over- 


coat and said that she did not examine 
the pockets, but that the overcoat felt 
heavy and Mrs. Scribner put her hand 
in the pocket and discovered a revol- 
ver which was later removed by Har- 
ils. 


Both in the direct and cross exam- 


ination Miss 
Sciibner 
was 
asked 


about the blood stains at the McNier 
house which she visited in company 
with the others shortly 
after 
the 


shooting. The witness was quite cer- 
tain about the blood stains and her 
testimony was not shaken 
any 
on 


this point In the cioss-examlnatron. 
She said that there were three blood 
stains on the outside of the. kitchen 
door and several spots as large, as a 
man's hand on the floor, two and. one- 
half feet inside of the threshhold of the 
door.

she went to the house. 
She did not 


commit herself positively as

time. The witness also told about see- 
Ing •'cigar ashes on the floor of the 
kitchen and told about seeing the bUl- 
let marks on the door casing and on 
the back porch the day 
after 
the 


shooting. 


Miss Scribner in the direct examina- 


tion said that she was sure that the 
upper panels of the kitchen door were 
glass. She was asked about this point 
on the cross-examination but said she 
\\as positive about it. She said how- 
ever, that she did not know whether 
or not there were any 
curtains 
or 


shades over the glass. 


M'COOLE'S SISTER-IN-LAW. 


Tells of His Actions Just Prior to and 


Following the Murder1. 


The prosecution caused some 
sur- 


prise by introducing as a witness on 
their side Mrs. Addle McCoole, wife of 
C. S. McCoole, and sister-in-law 
of 


the accused. It''was supposed 
that 


Mrs. McCoole would appear only as a 
witness for the 
defense. She 
was 


asked but a few questions 
by 
the 


prosecution nnd was not cross-exam- 
ined. In answei to the questions she 
said: 
"I remember of hearing of the shoot- 


ing soon after it occurred. E. H. Mc- 
Coole came to my house with his wife 
and they spent most of the evening 
there. 
Mr. McCoole went away with 


my husband and they said they were 
going to the office. 
They came back 


about 9 p. m. and shortly before ten 
o'clock E. H. McCoole left. He came 
to the door later and told my brother 
that he had shot McNier. Mrs. E. H. 
McCoole was at my house all evening 
excepting a short time when she went 
to the jail. It was about twenty min- 
utes before 11 o'clock when Mr. Mc- 
Coole came back to our house the last 
time. He did not come in but simply 
knocked at the door and told my hus- 
band that he had shot McNier."

present was allowed to preceed. 


BARBER AND LITTERER 


Reached House Soon After Shooting 


And Saw No Signs of Struggle. 


When the lawyers came back In the 


court room the first witness examined 
was Fred J. Barber 
of 878 North 


Church street. He 
said that about 


10:30 p. m. May 4 he heard four shots 
n rapid succession followed by groans. 
He was in his back yard about 100 
yards from the McNier house. 
He 


could not see the person groaning. 
The witness said he went ont on 
the street in front of his house and 
saw a man running 
east on King 


street but did not know him. He went 
to the McNier house with Fred Lit- 
lerer, G. K. Harris and some others. 
The McNier house was dark. There 
was a key on the outside of the back 
door. When the witness entered ^Tred 
Lllterer had lighted a lamp. In the 
kitchen theie was a gas stove and a 
table and a dish of scraps on the floor 
:ind no evidence of any stiuggle hav- 
ing tnken place. 


On going through the house v,ith the 


othtjr men the uitness noticed that the, 
front door was slightly ajar and there 
was a key on the inside of the door. 
In one of the rooms on the second 
floor a dog was on the bed and there 
were no signs of a struggle. 


In the cross examination by Mr. 


Mills the witness repeated some of 
the statements he had made in tha 
direct examination und was question- 
ed about tho man he saw on. Kins 
street. 


Fred Litterer. 


The next witness 
examined was 


Fred Litterer, the engineer at the wa- 
terwotks v.ho lives at 921 North Union 
street in the same block with the 
McNier house but across the alley 
The witness said that he rememberev1. 
there ^as moon light on the night 
the shooting occurred. 
The witness 


fixed the time ol the shooting as be- 
tween 10 and 11 o'clock. He had come 
home and was in the back part of his 
house when he hear the shots. 
On 


leaving his house to investigate he 
was met by some women who askod 
him to telephone to the police for ihf 
patrol wagon \\hlch he did. 


On the suggestion of Fred Barber 


the witnefas and some others went to 
the McNier house. He found the house 
dark and a lump In the kitchen \\.is 
lighted. Blood 
wan 
found on the 


kitchen floor about two and a half 
feet from the door casing. Two bullets 
were found on the floor. These had 
been marked by the witness' and Mr. 
Kedmon produced them and the wit- 
ness identified them' as the bullets that 
he found. The bullets were fastened to 
a string and were tied to tags and 
marked. 


There were no signs of dlsorJer In 


the house. On the second floor in the 
southeast room the bed was turned 
down and a dog was on the bod. 
Otheiwise the upstairs of the housa 
was undisturbed. 


In the cross examination by Mr. 


I.eforgee the witness indicated that 
it was not very long after 10 o'clock 
that he heard the shots fired. Th& 
witness repeated isome of the testi- 
mony given in the (direct examination. 
He Bald further that he did not think 
he went into the southwest room on 
the second floor. 


Chief Daniel Sullivan was called but 


he was barely on the sUr.d before 
the court ordered that an adjournment 
be taken until afternoon. 


REVOLVER AND WHISKY 


Taken From the Prisoner When He 


Gave Himself Up. 


Chief of Police Dan Sullivan started 


his testimony In the forenoon and fin- 
ished In the afternoon, .The chief told 
of learning of the shooting as he was 
starting home. He went back to po- 
lice headquarters and learned that the 
man who did the shooting had given 
himself up and was confined in the 
city prison. He went to the cell and 
saw McCoole 
The latter siad, "I shot 


him and I shot to kill and when the 
public know all about it they will say 
I was right." 


The witness said McCoole did not 


want to talk further about the matter 
and asked for a pillow, some cigars 
and the right to see his brother. 


The brother came soon and talked 


with the prisoner. 
The brother cried 


and asked McCoole why he had shot 
McNier and the prisoner made much 
the same statement to the brother that 
he did to the chief. The brother and 
prisoner had a few moments' conver- 
sation and In about half an hour the 
prisoner was removed 
to the county 


jail. 


Chief Sullivan said that at 
police 


headquarters he discovered that there 
had been taken from McCoole's pock- 
ets when he was arrested, a revolver, 
a half pint bottle of whisky and some 
money and other articles. 


The whisky was produced by 
the 


chief and he was shown the 
revblver 


and identified It. 


The chief said that T\hen he exam- 


ined the pistol he found that It con- 
tained four loaded shells and one emp- 
ty one. He said that If the pistol was 
bioken and turned back 
all of 
the 


shells would be thrown out of 
the 


chambers. 


The witness said he thought 
that 


McCoole had been drinking and 
In 


the cross examination he was asked as 
to why he thought that 
way. 
The 


chief explained that 
McCoole 
was 


flushed In the face and talked 
loud 


like one who had been using liquor. 
When questioned further the witness 
said that McCoole did not smell 
of 


whisky and that if he had not been 
drinking he must have been excited. 


GEORGE KINNEY. 


Reiterates Statements Made by Other

went to the Scrlbner house and later 
to the McNier house with Fred Lit- 
terer and others.

southwest room on the second floor 
of the house and he said that he did 
not go in that room.

MAORUDER PROTESTED 


Against the Official Reprimand Given 


By His AssooiitM. 


A stormy scene is said to have been 


enacted In the conference room of the 
supreme court Friday, 
following the 


criticism of Justice Magruder by hia 
associates for filing a dissenting opin- 
ion before the majority opinion in a 
case was filed and without knowledge 
or authority of other members of the 
bench. No one is admitted to the con- 
ference room except the judges and 
none of them would talk on the sub- 
ject but when the conference ended 
the countenances of all the jurists dis- 
closed the fact that an unusual session 
had been held. 


Rumors have persistently been afloat 


today that Justice Magruder will resign 
from the bench. The prospect of such 
a turn of affalts' is scouted, however, 
by the persons claiming acquaintance 
with the justice. He is nothing if not 
antagonistic and it is generally 
be- 


lieved that he would resist to the end 
any attempt to depose him. 


It was understood that Justice Ma- 


g-ruder would make 
reply 
from the 


bench to the criticism of his associates 
but he failed to mention the subject. 
This fact gave rise to a story that 
the other members of the court had 
taken up the matter with the offend- 
ng juri&t m the conference room and 
had plainly informed him that any 
effoit on his part to fuither antagon- 
ize the remainder of the bench would 
lesult In his impeachment 
lor con- 


tempt of court. The foundation of this 
story cannot be ascertained.
